BUTTER-MEN MOVING AGAINST THE 
COUNTERFRIT.

New York, March 1.—The pbutter-men

THERE is @ bill pending in the Legislature 
to regulate the practice of pharmacy in the 
State of Lilinois.” The House has passed a 
bill of this kind, but the Senate Committee 
has reported a substitute for that bill, and 
there is a pessibility that in the eonflict of 
the two both may be lost. We are not skilled 
enough in the science of pharmacy to be able 
to pass judgment upon the varying provis- 

these bills, but we have ne doubt that 
the tine has arrived when public safety de- 
mands that the sale & drugs and the com- 
pounding of prescriptions should be confined 
at least to competent and skiliful bands. 
Every family has of necessity to apply 
to druggists te obtain medicines or- 
dered by physicians. Upon the fidel- 
ity, intelligenee, care, and attention of 
the person compounding these medicines 
may depend the jhealth and even the life of 
the patient. That there are persons en- 
gaged as druggists and druggists’ assistants 
who have not the requisit qualifications for 
the important duties required of them is un- 
doubtedly true, and toa much larger extent 
than is generally supposed; and it is time 
that the law sheuld intervene to protect the 
public. The sale of drugs and the filling of 
prescriptions should be limited to persons 
having the proper education, intelligence, and 
training to be able to perform the duty with 
some degree of accuracy ; and the law should, 
so far asitcan, compel the employment of 
such persons only. It is to be hoped the 
Legislature will not adjourn without passing 
a good and efficient law on this subject,

Mn. Cox’s Apportionment bill, which pro- 
poses a membership of 307 in the House, is 
by no means the good and perfect work 
which it is supposed to be by some of the 
New York editors. We donot presume to 
say that figures will lie in the decorous col- 
umns of our esteemed contemporaries, but 
they will eut some remarkable capers, The 
calculations designed to show the mathe- 
matical fairness of Mr. Cox's bill are er- 
roneous, in the first place, in this: that they 
make no aceount of the fact that two States 
have less than the ratio required for a single 
member of Congress. These States are 
Nevada and Delaware. Thedormer has less 
than haif the population of the latter, and 
only about four-tenths of a single ratio. 
Yet the Constitution requires that each 
should have a single member. It is 
manifestly unfair in considering the repre- 
sentation whieh the sections should have to 
charge up the State of Nevada to the North, 
as if it had a full ratio. There is no option 
about the apportionment, 80 far as that State 
is concerned. It must have one member, and 
it is not right that the other twenty-one 
Northern States should be made to surrender 
part of their representation to make good its 
quota. In ascertaining the basis, therefore, 
for an apportionment which shall be 
“mathematically fair” these two States 
should not be considered. The assignment 
of members to the other States should be 
made as if Delaware and Nevada did not 
exist. If this de done, the following results 
will be obtained: 


Mr. Cox’s bill is also objectionable because 
it produces awkward unrepresented frac- 
tions, It gives nine fractional members to 
the South, and only seven to the North, and 
leaves fourteen unrepresented fractions in 
the North, but only six in the South, Some 
of the latter, however, are so large that it 
will be surprising if the members from these 
States vote for the bill. Georgia, for in- 
stance, is left with the enormous uprepre- 
sented fraction of 91,781, which is consider- 
ably more than a moiety, while Missouri has 
78,235 tnrepresnted, Virginia 65,489, Ren- 
tueky 40,578, and South Carolina 90,744. 
The unrepresented fractions of the two sec- 
tions by Cox’s bill foot up as follows: 


In Sherwin’a bill. n “the other hand, the 
three largest remaining fractions belong to 
Northern States,—Lowa, Kansas, and Wiscon- 
sin,—and none of them is a moiety.

THE STRUGGLE OVER REFUNDING. 

At midnight in Washington the prospect 
for a dead-loek and an alinight session on 
the Funding bill seemed to be conceded on 
all sides. It was then that the first motion of 
a confessedly obstructive nature was of- 
fered, and the Republicans who were pres- 
ent in the House, with two or three excep- 
tions, were acting together. It was the be- 
ginning of a kind of resistance which, if 
persisted in, will defeat the measure. The 
afternoon was well advanced before 
the House began its approach to the con- 
sideration of the amended Dill, though 
it was well known that the most important 
interests of the country were hanging on 
the issue, and nothing had been accom- 
plished when the evening recess was taken 
that would serve as a safe guide to the 
conelusion of the contest. The way was 
prepared for advancing toward the all-im- 
portant measure by a latitude in the rulings 
of the Speaker which the uniform construc- 
tion of the rules of the House would not 
sustain, but as a two-thirds vote would 
otherwise have been necessary to reach 
the Speaker's table, Speaker Randall, 
who is a devoted friend to the. bill, 
stretched his authority to meet the emer- 
geney. It was by no means the first time 
that Mr. Randall had done the same thine. 
and not always with so good an excuse. It 
required several yea-and-nay votes, each con- 
suming about half an hour, to dispose of the 
Apportionment bill, the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill, and other measures which were 
on the calendar before the Speaker’s table 
could be reached. Then several bills which 
preceeded the Funding bill on the table 
were disposed of by concurrence in 
the Senate amendments that had been 
made te them. In this way some 
important legislation was matured which 
otherwise might not have gotten through. 
Then points of order were ineffectually (on 
Senate amendments) made te secure a ref- 
erence of the Funding bill to the Committee 


| of the Whole. The Speaker overruled them, 


end the House sustained him. During all

being. It was the Democratic purpose to 
carry the bill as it stands, without 
reference to its defects. The ruling 
sentiment of the various factions in the House 
which are partaking in this struggle may be 
fairly described as follows: Ihe Democrats 
asa party, under Randall’s leadership and 
with his aid as Speaker, are. determined, if 
possible, to pass the bill as a party triumph. 
Another faction, which includes the Green- 
backers and a portion ef the Democrats, are 
now helping along the measure in a spirit of 
resentment to the National banks. Proof of 
this may be found in the fact that the Green- 
backers originally opposed the measure, 
but are now.,eagerly supporting it, sim- 
ply because ui has deen demonstrated 
that the banks are resisting it. T’ 2 Repub- 
licans are fighting the bill for two reasons: 
first, because they assented to its passage in 
the first instance upon assurance that the 
radical objections to the measure would 
be cured in the Sanate, in which they were 
disappointed; and, secondly, because they 
now apprehend not merely a failure of the 
loan, but a still more serious disturbance in 
monetary circles than has yet been felt. 
They are certainly supported in this by 
the prevailing sentiment of the Repub 
licans in the Senate. A comparatively 
small number of Republicans in the 
House believe it will be better to try the bill. 
since the agitation has gone so far, but they 
are disinclined to take the responsibility of 
enabling the Democrats to pass it with the 
aid of their votes, and also to defeat it by a 
resort to filibustering. At the late hour of 
the present comment, however, the indica- 
tion was that the resistance of the Repub- 
licans would be general and steadfast. 

There is one important compensation for 
any form of filibustering upon any sub- 
ject in the last days of a Congres- 
sional session. It has the effect to bar the 
passage of many jobs and private schemes 
that would otherwise be siurred over 
or rushed through by trading. Whatever 
criticism may be passed upon the tactics 
adopted by the Republicans, and in spite of 
the disappointments the end of the session 
will bring, the people at large may find some 


comfort in the reflection that money has 


been saved and raids on the Treasury 
averted to a certain extent by this contest. 
The action of the President, in case the 
‘pill reaches him, has naturally ex- 
cited a good deal of controversy. The 
Treasury has deen divided in opin- 
ion. Treasurer Gilfillan has been favoring 
the passage of the bill, and Controller Knox 
has been opposing it. The position of Secre- 
tary Sherman has been that the successful 
operation of the bill is extremely doubtful, 
and that the coercive measure against the 


banks is all wrong, but that the effort should 


be made to place the loan on the terms pro- 
posed if the bill shall pass both Houses. It 
is fairto presume that thisis still the posi- 
tion of the President, as it was 
when the bill first passed the Sen- 
ate, though a strong pressure 
has been brought te bear on him since 
that time. There are indications, too, 
that the new Administration would prefer 
the failure of the bill in order to 
be relieved at the outset from any 
danger of a money panic, which is 
apprehended, and from the embarrassment 
which will undoubtedly attend the effort to 
negotiate the loan and readjust the finances 
under the shock that has been received. It 


is not unlikely that the knowledge of this, 


fact will exert some influence over President 
Hayes, and he is probably praying that the 
bill may fail in Congress, in order that he 
may escape the responsibility of signing or 
vetoing it. 

GEN. GARFIELD IN WASHINGTON. 

There were but two topics of any interest 
at the National Capital yesterday, One was 
the status and probable fate of the Funding 
bili; the other was the arrival in the morn- 
ing of the President-elect, and the sugges- 
tions and speculations that naturally grouped 
about him. It was in vain that efforts were 
made to divert public attention from these 
two central objects of interest, The House 
took good care to make sure of the River 
and Harbor bill, whatever else might 
fail, and rushed through the report of 
the Conference Committee in spite of 
Mr. Cox’s. well-founded objection that the 
addition of about three-quarters of a million 
through Senate amendments ought to send 
the bill to the Committee of the Whole House 
for further consideration. But the general 
publie remained utterly indifferent to the 
circumstance that more than $10,000,000 of the 
Government money had been voted away 
without any prospect for reasonable compen- 
sation. Some twenty Senators drowsed in 
their seats over the tedious consideration of 
the Japanese indemnity fund, which drew 
out long speeches in spite of 
triteness of the subject, and which 
has no more chance of becoming 
a law at this session than it has had during 
the several years when it would pass one 
House and fail in the other for lack of time. 
But these and other incidental events were 
regarded as mere devices for killing time, 
and the crowded corridors and galleries of 
the Capitol, the crowded streets, and the 
crowded rotundas in the hotels drifted along 
with interest in nothing but the two things 
we have named. 

It was supposed that Gen. Garfield’s arrival 
would develop something definit with regard 
to his Cabinet and future policy, and most 
people were surprised that the droppings of 
news were as few and uncertain as they had 
been before the President-elect was received 
by a committee of gentlemen in badges and 
taken to his hotel. He was obliged to sub- 
mit to some speechmaking and mae hand- 
shaking, and finally escaped to a private room 
for breakfast. Later in the day he was able 
to take some time fof consultation with Pres- 
ident Hayes, Senator Blaine, and a few oth- 
ers. It was a matter of some comment that 
Gen. Garfield, who was playing billiards 
quietly in the Riggs House a few months 
ago, should now be compelled to re- 
sort to strategy to avoid the numerous 
friends who now pursue him. The place- 
seekers, seif-constituied advisers, and curios- 
ity hunters would rush in upon him if he 
were not well barricaded. Even one or two 
United States Senators of high standing and 
several Congressmen were nervously walk 


“ing the hotel halls with a longing hope of 
Faining admission to the audience-chamber. 


Gen. Garfield’s arrival led to only one 
definit result— namely: the call for the 
extra session of the Senate to meet for 
the confirmation of Executive appoint- 
ments at noon on the ich March. 
President Hayes issued this call in the 


afternoon after consulting with Gen. Gar- 


field, It indicates that the President-elect 
dees not desire te inaugurate his Adminis- 
tration with any innovations upon the 
usual practice for mere partisan advantage. 
Itis also significant of his purpose to an- 
nounce his Cabinet on Inauguration-Day, 
which will be a great relief to that vast mal- 
ende of patriotic citizens who have been 
almost perishing during the last few weeks 
for lack of information on this subject, Just 
what the effeet of this prompt meeting of the 
Senate will be on the organization of that 
body, with a vacancy in the cont lately

Nobody in Washington was authorized 
yesterday to say what the composition of the 
new Cabinet will be. Those who were best 
informed stitl believed that Gen. Garfield 
himself had not made up the slate in any 
way not subject to change, and that the list 
would not be finally completed and arranged 
tin to-morrow night at the earliest. The 
rumors really count for nothing. If wrong, 
they will be forgotten when the authoritative 
announcement is made; if right, it will be 
by mere accident, There was yesterday, 
however, as strong a probability as there has 
been for some time past that Blaine, Allison, 
and Lincoln will be members of the Cabinet 
in the positions variously assigned to them, 
and if this shall prove to be the case the peo- 
ple of the West, who constitute the backbone 
of the Republican party and the country, 
will be abundantly satisfied.

Itisa good thing for a political party tq 
have in its ranks a wise old man who, know- 
ing everything, will give counsel for nothing. 
The Democratic party possesses this blessing 
in the person of the ancient Horatio Sey- 
mour, known as the Sageof Deerfield. Your 
candidate for President I cannot be, ex- 
claims the venerable Sage of Deerfield, but 
your guide, philosopher, and friend | am. 
The dear old man is not quite logical, but he 
is as confident as Capt. Cuttle pretended to 
be about the safety of the lost brig and his 
friend Wal’r. He plumes the Democracy on 
the assumed fact (only assumed, not true) 
that Hancock had a plurality of the late 
popular vote, and declares that to insure suc- 
cess in 1884 the unterrified have only to name 
a candidate who ean draw votes from the 
Republican party. But the Sage himself is. 
not quite satisfied with this view of the case, 
for he proceeds to urge that the young men 
must be seduced inte the Democratic 
party, as its only hope of salvation. 
He says he knows all about old Democrats, 
that he is an old one himself, and therefore 
has a right to declare that they are an in- 
cumbrance rather than a source of strength 
to the party; in a. word, that they are quar- 
relsome, disagreeable, snuffy eld fools, 
whose wrangles have brought the noble Jef- 
fersonian-Jacksonian party of the Constitu- 
tion as it was to the verge of destruction. It 
is rare that an old fellow retains so much 
gall as to be willing to scourge his own back 
for the sake of drawing blood from the veins 
of his fellew-octegenarians. Whu does he 
mean? Certainly not Gen. Hancock, who is 
young, and who entered the race as fresh as a 
lark trilling its early morning sung. Lf he re- 
fers to Unele Sammy Tilden he is un- 
grateful, for it is known to all mankind 
that the cock-eyed patriot of Gramercy Park 
took himself and his “quarrels” out of the 
Cincinnati Convention to make way for the 
„young men Whose alliance is so much de- 
sired by the venerable Mr. Seymour. Does 
he mean Senator Thurman, or Gov. Hen- 
dricks, or Senator MeDonald, or Judge 
Field? Or does he refer to the distinguished 
Sotthrons—Lamar, Ben Hill, Hampton, and 
Butler? Whoever he may mean, his sug- 
gestions are disagreeable in the extreme. 
For he remarks that a large share of them 
will soon “ pass away,“ and that those who, 
by reason of strength, survive a little longer, 
“willbe rendered inactive by-old age and 
physical infirmities.” This is not only in- 
suiting to the old Democratic war-horses 
personally, but has much the appearance of 
metaphorically wrapping the Democratic 
party—what there is left of it—in a shroud 
and dumping it into its coffin. For there are 
not many young men in the Democratic 
party at present. There is an odor about 
Democracy that, to say the least, is not 80 
agreeable as the scent of violets or tube- 
roses. The Sage of Deerfield says he ad- 
mires the unselfish and enthusiastic action of 
young men,“ and he believes that the Dem- 
oeratic party must be restored to power 
through their efforts.” Doubtless the mind 
of youth is susceptible to the sentiment 
of enthusiasm, bet the American youth 
is not quite a fool; and to presume 
that the young men of the country will em- 
brace the putrid reminiscence of Democracy 
is to presume they have more enthusiasm 
than brains. It is eminently probable that 
Mr. Seymour don’t care what old Democrats 
or young men think of him or his opinions; 
and it is equally probable that his associate 
party fossils will eurse him for relegating 
them to early graves, and that the young men 
of the country will despise him for thinking 
them capable of the baseness of helping to 
rescue the Democratic party from the slough 
of despond into which it has fallen.

It 
would unquestionably be for the benefit of 
every one if they would fast during the 
Lenten period. ‘They would enter upon 
Easter with keener appetites, stronger stom- 
achs, and invjgorated livers. Those mus- 
cular Christians, Moses and Elijah, fasted 
forty days on Sinai and Horeb without detri- 
ment; Jonah fasted in his oily retreat with- 
out suffering from it, and all the people of 
Nineveh followed his example for forty days, 
eating and drinking nothing, and were all the 
better for it. 

In ali reapeets the rest of Lent will be 
grateful, and by the time it is over we may 
emerge into a season of warmer weather and 
brighter skies, and new bonnets, satisfied 
with our forty days’ serrow for our three 
hundred.and twenty-five days’ frivolity. 
However disproportionate this division of 
time may be for remedial retorm, however 
wildly we shall plunge into folly again when 
the Easter sun rises, and though we may 
jump from our sackcloth into spangles as 
deftly as Harlequin in the transformajion 
scene, Lent is a solace and rest. Ring down 
the curtain; put out the lighis; dismiss the 
audience; and lock the doers of Vanity Fair. 
The play is ended. We study its moral, Will 
its lesson be heeded?

thirty millions of people, is taking active 
measures, leading to the resumption ot spe- 
ele payments. We learn from a review of 
the finances of that country given in the 
London Times that there has been [of late 
years a steady expansion of the trade of the 
country and a contemporaneous improve- 
ment of the finances, For many years, in 
fact annually, after the unification of Italy 
there was a deficit of revenue as compared 
with expenditures, and these deficits were 
supplied by the issue ot legal-tender me 
which paper in turn became depreciated. In 


1875: there was a decided reform, and an im- 


provement in all branches of business, 
There hve been no deficits in revenue since 
that time, and no further additions to the pa- 
per currency. The total sum of the out- 
standing Government forced eurrency ts 940,- 
000,000 francs. equal:in round figures to 
$188,000,000,. The increase in the revenues 
has been marked; that from customs has in- 
creased from $20,000,000 in 1875 to $26,000,000, 
and from tobacco has risen from $25,800,000 to 
$29,200,000. The increase from all the other 
sources of revenue has been in like propor- 
tion. Under these improvements the State 
has been preparing for some time to rid itself 
of its depreciated and fluctuating paper cur- 
rency, A large portion of the debt of Italy is 
held abroad, the interest of which has to be 
sent out of the country, but notwithstanding 
this the Government preposes te borrow me- 
tallie money with which to take up the 
notes. 

The outstanding paper of the Government 
is, as we have stated, $188,000,000, but there is 
in addition the outstanding ‘notes of six 
banks authorized to issue legal-tender paper 
equal to $151,000,000, the average of the two 
circulations for 1879 being $320,000,000, 
Against these it is estimated that by the time 


fixed for resumption Italy will have $28.400,- | 


000 of small silver coin; and in September 
next the banks and Treasury will have 
$20,000,000 in gold, $21,000,000 in silver, and 
$400,000 in bronze money. It is assumed that 
there is in Italy at the present time in 
gold and silver bars $85,000,000. This is 
held by the banks, the Treasury, ex- 
change dealers, and private persons. Of 
this total, $41,000,000 is in gold. Add- 
ing all the various kinds of metal cur- 
rency in the country at this time, there isa 
total of $440,000,000. In order ta resume 
specie payments the Government estimates 
that it is necessary to haye $128,000,000 more 
metal, of which $8,000,000 will be needed to 
meet a gold loan made in 1870by the National 
Bank, and the balance to be applied to the 
redemption of outstanding paper, This sum 
is to be borrowed, $80,000,000 ef which is to 
be in gold, and the rest in silver, The an- 
nual interest on these loans will be $6,000,000, 

Of eourse the success of this plan of re- 
sumption depends upon the ability to make 
these loans. Having provided an equivalent 
metal basis for the redemption of the bulk of 
the outstanding notes, it is expected that the 
remainder of the paper money wiil circulate 
at par. The State notes it is proposed to re- 
duce to $65,000,000, Among the possibilitics 
of success is an item of $15,000,000 of 
bronze fractional currency, which it is 
expected will take the place of an 
equal amount of paper. Including this, 
the fractional silver, the larger silver, 
and the gold, it is expected to have $240,000,- 
000 of coin, and $200,000,000 of paper of all 
kinds. With this arrangement, if it can be 
made and maintained permanently, Italy ex- 
pects to have hereafter her entire curremey 
on a permanent metallic basis, 

In her days of financial trouble Italy first 
exhausted her own credit in the way of 
issuing legal-tender paper, which, however 
depreciated, bad a shade of superiority to 


that of the banks, and the Government 


eventually had to legalize the notes of the 
banks, and this was afterwards restricted to 
six banks, who have since had the monopoly 
of issuing legal-tender paper. This explains 
that the Government, having gone into part- 
nership with the banks in the issue of paper 
money, has now, in providing for resumption 
of specie payments, to include the notes of 
these banks as well as those of the Treasury 
in the general scheme of resumption.

EARL SPENCER. 

Earl Spencer, Lord President of the Coun- 
cil, moving the second reading of the Coer- 
eion bill, pointed out that outrages, though 
greatly dimimished in number, were still 
committed in Lreland, and he cited some re- 
cent cases. He said these outrages could 
only be the result of inflammatory speeches, 
but the necessity of the bill arose less from 
the perpetration of the outrages than from 
difficulty in tracing the. offenders.

think rebellion in Ireland was imminent, but 
when such a hostile feeling existed, and 
when American papers were inciting Irish- 
men to rebellion, outrage, end assasination, 
there would be great danger if prompt and 
efficient measures were not taken for the 
maintenance of law and order. 

LORD BEACONSFIELD 
reluctantly supported the bill, because he 
thought it cbsolutely necessary. Agitation 
in Ireland was fostered by an organized con- 
spiracy of foreigners. It was absolutely nec- 
essary the Government should possess power 
to defend the Queen from foreign con- 
spirators, who were passing to and fro be- 
tween another country and Ireland, 

LORD GRANVILLE 
declared coercion necessary. 

The bill was then read the second time, 
and, the committee-stage having been nega- 
tived, the third reading was fixed for 
Wednesday morning. 

HARCOURT’S RECITAL OF DILLON’S SPEECH. 

Lord Harcourt, introducing the Disarming 
bill, referred to the speech of Dilion, in 
August, in which the speaker advised the 
peasants to march to the meetingsin military 
order, avowed that by obstruction in Parlia- 
ment they could set the people free to drill, 
and declared that every Lrishman had a right 
to have a rifle if he liked. He then referred 
to the domiciliary visits by armed bands and 
the shooting of Hearne. The bill. he said, 
would touch nobody who sought lawful 
ends by lawful means. 

PASSAGE OF THE DISARMING BILL. 
Mr. O'Donnell moved that permission be 
not granted for the introduction of the bull, 
and made arambling speech. 

The Home Secretary explained that search 
warrants under the bill would run twenty- 
one days. 

After further debate Mr. Sexton, Home- 
Ruler, moved an adjournment. The motion 
was rejected—202 to 21. 

Mr. Healy, Home-Ruler, wishing to ad- 
dress the House, the Speaker applied the gag. 

Lord Hartington moved that the question 
be put, and the motion was adopted—200 
to N. 

Leave to introduce the bill was given—196 
to 25—and the bill passed. 

HARCOURT ADVERTISES DEVOY. 

Lord Harcourt, Home Seeretary, said he 
had received a threatening telegram signed 
John Devoy,” but did not intend to make 
representations in regard to the circumstance 
to the American Government.

THE DISARMING BILL. 


Lord Hartington said: “The Government 
means to go on with the Irish Disarming bill 
daily, but Thursday the Secretary for War 
will move the Committee of Supply at 9 
p. m., and make a statement regarding army 
organization. Thisis because prevented by 
obstruction from making a statement yester- 
day.” 

The Heme Secretary introduced the Dis- 
arming bill. It prohibits the possession or 
carrying of arms except by license, permits 
the search of a house from sunrise to sunset, 
and empowers the authorities to prohibit and 
regulate the importation and sale of arms, 
dynamite, and nitro-glycerine. The maxi- 
mum penalty on summary conviction is 
three months’ imprisonment without hard 
labor. The bill remains in force five years. 
Urgency was voted for the Disarming bill by 
895 to 37. No Conservatives voted in the 
minority, which included Ashton W. Dilke 
and Labouchére, Edwards, McDonald

SLEEPING-CAR RATES. 

The attempt of the Legislature to regulate 
and prescribe siceping-car rates is strongly de- 
nounced by the railrvuad managers in this city 
as a blackmailing scheme of the worst kind- 
While they all admit the right of the Legislature 
to regulate rates on freights and passengers, 
they claim that it bas no right whatever 
to regulate sileeping-car rates. They say 
sleeping-cars area luxury put on forthe ac- 
commodation and benefit of people who can af- 
ford to pay for them, and those who do not want 
to use them can find accommodations in excel- 
lent coaches without extra charge. There was 
no lew, nor couid there be a law enacted, to 
compel railroads to run siceping-cars and ac- 
cept any rate the Legislature may prescribe. 
With equal justice, they say. a law could be 
framed compeliing raiirnads to run dining-cars 
and fix rates for meals. There are lots of 

rumbiers now who claim that 75 cents per meal 
stoo much, and that a meal should not cost 
more than 50 cents, yet itis a fact that all 
roads that run dining-cars lose money on them, 
and only run them because they advertise 

road. Should the isiature try to 
fix the price of a meal at 80 cents, 
the roads would - th compelled to serve 
cheaper dinners, and profits would tnen be 
the same, if not more, than with such meais as 
are now served at I cents. It is just the same 
with sieeping-cars. If the Legislature reduces 
the rutes for berths below paying figures, with 
present accommodations, then sleepers less 
comfortable and with poorer secommodations 
will nave to be substituted. And should the 
business still continue to be unprofitabie sleep- 
ing-cars will bave to be discontinued altogetber 
and people will have to get along the best they 
can iu the regular coaches. It is claimed that 
nearly all the roads which have attempted to 
run their own sleepers, as, for instance, te Rock 
Island and [illinois Central, have found the busi-

Wagoner, can do the business to better advantage 
than the roads, as they bestow their whole at- 
tention on the business, and are enabled to do 
it at less cost. It has been demonstrated that 
on the most profitable through routes the pres- 
ent rates allow no unusually gro protit, while 
on the smaller lines, such as Freeport line, 
for instance, where the travel is light,a heavy 
loss has to be incurred. enactment of a law 
like that now before the slature, it 1 
claimed, would cause the withdrawal of all 
sieeping-cars from unprofitabie lines, while the 
accommodations on the through lines would 
have to be greatly curtailed in order to make 
expenses, and the traveling public would be the 
principal sufferers.

This time be saved 
the life of a man by his energetic and 
fearless way of acting. man who 
so nearly escaped an awful death is named 
Schmidt, and was formerly — 2 — of 
the Windsor Hotel. at Kokomo, but domestic 
trouble, coupled with disease and financial em- 
barrassment, drove bim to the wall, and be soon 
became a demented, diseased old man, and it 
was necessary to send bm to the Sisters’ Hos- 
pital at Leadviile for treatment. He recovercd 
rapidly, and about three weeks _ = be was dis- 
cuarged. Two weeks ago last Sunday about 
noon he hired a horse to take a ride, and was 
not seen again until 7:30 in the eveni At 
that hour a special train on the Kokomo Exten- 
sion of the Rio Grande. consisting of an engine, 
a snow-piow, and a passenger-cuvach filled with 
passengers, was tearing down the road ut a ter- 
rible rate through a biinding snow-storm, when 
suddenly the pussengers received a severe 
shock caused wy, the sudden stoppage 
of the engine. now that something was 
wrong, Superintendent k. who was on the 
train, jumped from the car and waiked tbrough 
the drifting snow to the head of the engine, 
where be was astonished by secing the form of a 
man lying alongside the track, while directly in 
front of the engine stood the borse covered with 
ice and snow. r. Cook carried the unconscious 
man into the coach. and, by skilifully rubbing 
him with whisky, finaily succeeded in restoring 
him to life. it was generaliy conceded that but 
for Mr. Cook's energetic orts the man could 
not have been revived. The man, it was found, 
had been lost in the snowstorm and became

plow striking the heels of the horse. Had not 
the train overtaken Mr. Schmidt just when it 
did he would undoubtedly have frozen to death.

PHILADELPHIA & BALTIMORE.

Boston, Mass., March 1.—The orisis in the 
affairs of the Philadeiphia, Wilmington & Balti-

ditch, and William Minot. Jr.—to act as attorneys 
to bold or transfer the stock at not less than 
$70 per share.

Propositions for the Erection of a 
New Building. | 


To Cost, with the Lot, the Sum of 
$400,000. 


The Corner of Monroe and Dearborn 
One of the Sites Proposed. 


The Kind of Building Needed, and the 


Work to Be Done. 


The officers of the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation in this city are talaing ot erecting a 
new building for the accommodation of the 
rapidly growing business of the organization. 
The Association, it is said, bas outgrown its old 
quarters;—the Farwell Hall property,—and 
could greatly enlarge its field of labor if it bad 
rooms adequate for the purpose. It is proposed 
to select a new sito nearer the lake perhaps than 
the present building, still withia the central part 
of the city, and erect a mammoth structure, 
COSTING IN THE NEIGHBORHOOD OF $400,000, 
It is believed that Furweli Hull could be sold for 
$100,000, and several wealthy citizens have signi- 
tied their willingness to contribute funds and 
otber necessary support for carrying out the 
new enterprise. One person has already offered 
to give 810,000. 

It is proposed to erect a fine, commodious 
building,—one that is as nearly perfect as it can 
bein all its appointments, and that will be a 
eredit to the city. The Association wants 
quartors similar to those occupied by like 
organizations inthe Eastern cities. The man- 
agers wish to have special accommodations for 
the different lines of work. Instead of cutting 
the building up into hails, as now, they desire 
to have committee-rooms, parlors, a special 
apartment for the Chinese missionary work, 
with pariors where the converts can: meet 


and receive their friends; a department 
for the deaf and dumb; one for the 
railroad men. and another for the com- 
mercial travelers, provided with all the 


‘information that is supposed to be of value to 


wem; beadguarters fur the better class of 

young men, ete. Arrangements would also be 
rovided for carrying on special work in con- 
unction with the churches. 

The Association also proposes to make the 
building a headquarters for the vurious relig- 
ious denominations of the city. Partors are to 
be provided where business meetings and muat- 
ters relating to Church affairs can be talecd 
over, and thus concentrate the religious ele- 
ment, and obviate the necessity of resorting to 
the club-rooms in the hotels. 

The Cook County Sunday-Scbool Association, 
which is a flourishing organization, is willing to 
unite with the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion in thie project. The Woman's Christian 
Union also wants an office dowa town, and the 
Woman's Uhristian Temperance Union would 
probably be glad to secure parlors in such a 
centrul location. 

The Young Men's Christian Association, in 
short, proposes to secure qu rs that will per- 
mit it to extend its own fields of labor and unite 
under the same roof kindred branches of work. 
that they might be mutually benefited and in- 
crease their sphere of usefulpess. 

r. Hemingway, who gave the substance of 
the above, anid yesterday that no definit action 
toward erecting a new building had yet been 
taken, but the matter is being agitated among 
the friends of the Association, and something 
decisive will probably be done before very long. 


MR. ELBRIDGE G. KEITH, 


President of the Young Men's Curistian Associa- 
tion, was interviewed last evening in regard to 
the proposed erection of a new building for the 
Assuciation. 

Mr. Keith stated that they had felt the need of 
new quarters fur the past two or three years, 
and he suggested to the Board of Managers at 
the last annual meeting the necessity 
of occupying a more commodious and 
attractive building. The present place, snid 
Mr. Keith, was too small, and never was 
adapted to the purposes for which it was used.

This sum, with the proceeds from the 
sale of the present building, would furnish a 
good beginning. The idea suggested is to erect 
an edifice about the size of the Central Music-

The pian of the structure woula perbaps be 
something * that of the buliding belong- 
ing to the New York Association.

It would be a central point, and on this account 
an excellent location. The lower floor could 
aleo be rented to advantage. Some have 
also thought of securing a corner on 
Michigan avenue, where property is much 
cheaper, but the income derived from rents 
would of course be less. The Association shouid 
have had the Music-Hal! property, but was hard- 
ly prepared to purchase when tbat lot was in the 
market. It is desired to ovtuin a corner in the 
business part of the city and rent the first floor 
of the new building to business-houses, the 
other stories being devoted to the use of 
the Association and kindred objects,—to 
uch “organizations as are engiged in 
benevolent, philanthropic, and Christian 
works. One of the featnres of the new 
structure would be an attractive place’ fur 
young men to spend their evenings. place of 
this kind is sadiy needed in the city, and the 
Association desires to enlarge its work in this 
direction, which is retard in the present 
quarters, owing to their uninviting appearance 
and surroundings. The new building would be 
provided with pariora, handsomely furnished, 
supplied with pictures and books, and rendered as 
home-like and attractive as possible, sometbing 
after the style of a club-house, perhaps, though 
—3 thoroughly consistent with Christian 
work.“ 

Mr. Keith said it was believed that with at- 
tractions of this kind the Association could 
draw to its rooms the clerks, bookkeepers, and 
many of those belonging to the respectable 
class of young men who have no piace in which 
to pass an evening, and are therefore left w 
drift too often into evil ways.

COL. DARIUS H. HUNKINS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Gauena, III., March 1.—Col. Darius Hunkins, 
Mayor of this city, died at balf-past 2 o’ciock 
this morning of disease of the throat at the 
family residence in East Galena, and will be 
buried under the auspices of the Masonic tra- 
ternity, of which he was a member, Tuursday 
afternoon at half-past 2 o'clock. The deceased 
was born jn Sanbornton, Stratford County, N. H., 
April 28, 1812. In 182 he embarked largely in 
the building of railroads,and made that his 
principal business up to 1875, since which time 
be bad not been engaged in active pursuits. His 
first railroad enterprise was the construction of 
a part of the Baltimore & Ohio, whieh he 
superintended. He was afterwards contractor 
on the Allegheny & Portage Rallroad in Penn- 
syivania, and the Sandy & Beaver Canal, in 
Onio. In 1836 he took the contract of the Lo uis-

SPRINGFIELD, III. March 1.—The tovestigation 
of the charges against the Warehouse Com- 
missioners was resumed this at ternoon, Senator 
Fuller in the chair. 

The first witness called was Edmund Norton, 
who testified that he was engaged in the milling 
business in Chicago. He was a good judge of 
grain, and believed that the Inspectors were 
good judges, as far as be knew them. Link and 
Parker were as good Inspectors as are to be 
found in the ‘country. Witness believed the 
luspectors were faithful men. He did not re- 
member much abont the Nebraska winter 
wheat of 1879. About two-thirds of the Minne- 
sota wheat had been sooured and doctored before 
coming to Chicago. Scouring makes grain, or 
blighted grain, look like a sound article. The 
friction uf the smut-machines breaks the bran, 
so that when the grain is ground it is impvussibie 
to thoroughly bolt the bran. 

THE SCUURING SHOULD NEVER BE DONE 
untii the wheatisin the mill. If done in the 
country the wheat becomes dusty and dirty, and 
a second soouring becomes necessary. This 
again breaks the bran. Witness submitted 
some samples of the product of cleaning- 
muchines. Sample No. 1 showed the No. 8 
spring as it came from the cars. No. 2 
showed the wheat as cleaned. The other five 
samples showed the refuse matter that was re- 
moved by the. .eleaning, scouring, and suction 
machines. The No. 8 wheat as cleaned wads not 
good enough fur No.2, as it was grown and 
sprouted. Witness could not make the best 
grade of flourfrom the cleaned sample sub- 
mitted in evidenee. The cleaning of wheat must 
be done as carefully asthe grinding. Any dis- 
turbance of the bran on the wheat is not re- 
garded with favor by the millers, and for this 
reason they do not like grain scoured in country 
elevators. The frequent handling after clean- 
ing in the cbuntry

THE BILL FUS E. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, March 1.—Sexton, of 
Cook, got the floor the first thing this morn- 
ing, and sent up a bill to amend the law in 
relation to ejectment. Under the law as it 
stands a party against Whom a judgment has 
been given can optain a new trial on pay- 
ment of costs. Undér the Sexton bill, should 
it ever become a law, he will be required to 
give a bond conditioned upon his paying the 
rent, ete. 

Morris, of Hardin, introduced a bill to 
authorize Supervisors ef Roads in counties 
not under township organization to require 
persons owing road labor to furnish teams, 
plows, etc., in commutation thereof. 

LESS INQUESTS AND LESS FEES. 

The same gentleman sent up a bill to 
amend the law in relation to Coroners. It 
provides that nothing in the present law 
shall be construed so as to require the Cor- 
oner to hold inquests where the cause of 
death is publicly known, and in no case shall 
the Coroner, jury, or other person be enti-

ON ITS FACE 

Mr. Veile’s bill is about as innocent looking 
a measure as ever proceeded from the Legis- 
lative brain.

As long as the 
bridge remains unbuilt the ferry company 
continues to put money in the corporate 
purse, and an extension of charter would 
result in continuing this sort of thing indefi- 
nitly. Still another rumor exists which 
credits the omnivorous Jay Gould with a de- 
sire to secure an extension of the charter. not 
for the purpose of building the bridge, 
but of: acquiring certain leverage which 
will enable him to dictate to pre 
ent big bridge company in the shape 
of bridge tolls, ete. Taking one considera- 
tion with another, therefore, the bill looked 
very much like a sharp piece of special leg- 
islation, and the result of the proceedings 
showed that certain members were deter- 
mined to sit down on it if that were possi- 
bie. The bill had no more than been read a 
second time than Durfee, of Macon, moved 
to strike out the enacting clause, on the 
ground that the bill sought te revive a spe- 
cial charter ten years after it had been taken 
up. Veite and Pearson, of Madison, opposed 
the motion, both contending that the bill 
would extend the charter only five years.

Argument of the National-Bank 
Tax Cases. 


A Batch of Decisions by the 
Appellate Court.

THE BANK TAX CASES. 


0 Judge Drummond was occupied all day yester- 


day in hearing arguments on the motions for in- 
junction in the Nauonal-bank tax cases of the 
Firat, Fifth, Merchants, and Commercial 
Banks against Collector Farwell to prevent the 
collection of the taxes on their shares of capital 
stock. 

Mr. N. B. Judah opened the argument on be- 
half of the banks. He contended that the stock- 
holders in the National banks ought to have a 
proportionate credit if the investment and 
capital of such banks was in Government bonds, 
pecause in the case of the State banks if 
their tangible property was taxed or the 
capital stock. then the shares of 
stock could ‘mot be taxed. If the 
capital stock was taxed the Government bonds 
were deducted, so that tne shareholder in aState 
bank either escaped taxation at all, except that 
which reached him through the taxation of the 
taugible property, and there was a gross in- 
equality. Further, it was contended that the 
Revenue act of the State, so far as it related to 
the taxation of National-bank ‘shares, was un- 
constitutional, because it was in eontlict with. 
the Constitution aud in conflict with the Na- 
tional-Bank act. It was in conflict with the 
Constitution because it exempted the shares of 
stock in certain classes of corpora tions express- 
ly. and other shares were just as much moneyed 
capital as shares of the Danks. act was 
ulso. uncoastitutional 


pe 

promissory or other evidences of credit, to de- 
duct from the vulue of such credits the value of 
his indebtedness, and yet did not permit a 
shareholder in a National bank to have any de- 
ductivon from his assessment of its value for any 
indebtedaoess he might owe, rasuiting in an un- 
coustitudiona! inequality between the two classes 
of property. The Assessor pursued a systemutic 
course in making the assessment in disregard of 
the Revenue act by not requiriug every oue to 
muke sworn statements, resultingin the free- 
dom from taxation of a large amount of prop- 
erty. 

Corporation-Counsel Adams followed on be- 
haif of the city. He said it was claimed by the 
complainants that the shares of stock in the 
National banks were at a greater rate 
than the other moneyed capital in the hands of 
citizens and in the hands of banks incorporated 
under the State iaws, und in a of that the 
bills set out a large number of bankers, brokers, 
and capitalists, averrine that their capital was 
assessed far below its real value, but not 
averring whether its capital consisted 
in Government ds and securities 
not taxable or otherwise. But in answer to 
this it could be said that special banks incor- 
porated mye special laws and brokers and 
capitalists made sworn statements of their tax- 
able property and were assessed on such sworn 
statements. The bills on their face showed that 
the shares of stock in the National banks were 
assessed ey lower than other per- 
sonal property in the Lowa of South Chicago. 
It was admitted that the Assessor assessed the 
personal property at one- third its cash value, 
While in the case of the National banks the bill 
showed the shares of stock were worth $200 
each or $2,000,000 in all. The Assessor, how- 
ever, instead of assessing them at one- 
third of their value, firat deducted from 
their value the value of the real estate of the 
bank, and 5 per cent of the bills receivable, and 
then dividing the remainder by three, called 
that his assessment of the total number of 
shares, his assessment, in fact, being only $47 a 
share. It he bad a the shares at one- 
third of their cash value bis assessment would 
bave been $66 per share, thus - a differ- 
ence of $19 in favor of each share. ut it was 
claimed the fair cash value of the shares was 
only their actual value as represented by the 
bank stock and surplus. The real market value, 
as shown by the answer, was $225 per share on 
the ist of May, 1880, If the Assessor had made 
the assessment on the basis of one-th the 
market value, it would have been $75 a share.

AN UNLUCKY SPECULAT OR. 

The case of Johnson vs. The People, ex rel. 
Hurd, decided by the Appellate Court, was a pe- 
tition for mandamus to compel the County 
Treasurer to pay a county order for $250, dated 
+ June 1, 1877, and issued by Hermann Lieb to 
Joha Comiskey as pay for services as Clerk of 
the County Board of Commissioners. The origi- 
nal order was lost by Comiskey while on his way 
to get it cashed, and the Board shortly after 
passed a resolution instructing its Clerk to issue 
a duplicate order, which was done, and which 
duplicate order was paid. In Avg@ust, 
1877. Mr Hurd bought the original 
order of a party in New York, and presented it 
for vayment. which was refused. He then fled 
a petition for mandamus, and recovered judg- 
ment. from which the county authorities ap- 
pealed. Judge Bailey held that ordinary county 
orders or warrants were not commercial or 
n jiable paper, so as to be protected in the 
hands of bona fide assignees for value. from 
such equities and defenses as would be availa- 
bie against the original payees. The indebted- 
ness represented by the original county order 
was paid bv the County Treasurer to Comiskey. 
The issuing of a duplicate order, and the pay- 
ment of the money on surrender of that order, 
was only the mode adopted by the county au- 
thorities for making payment of the original 
indebtedness, and preserving a proper voucher 
of the transaction. That payment would doubt- 
less have been a complete defense against the 
order in the hands of Oomisgey and the pay- 
ment having been made, so far as appears, with- 
out notice to the M authorities that the 
original order had come inte the hands of the 
relator, or had even got into circulation. There 
was no reason why the same defense was not 
equally available as against the relator. Man- 
damus would be where the right sought to be 
enforced was doubtful. 
said was that the relator had failed to show such 
clear legal right to payment of the county order 
as would enthHie him to have such payment en- 
forced by mandadus. The writ should have 
been dismissed. Judgment reversed.

AN INSURANCE CASE. 

In the case of the Insurance Company of 
North America vs. Garland the only question 
involved was whether the Insurance Company 
had waived the provision in a policy providing 
that if a certain house insured by the policy was 
vacant the insurance thereon should become 
void. The defendant, Mrs. Gariand, bought a 
house and lot at Evanston, and on the same day 


her husband went to the Insurance Company's 
office, told à clerk there that the house was va- 
cant, and asked to bave the policy transferred. 
The clerk told him he must bring the policy, and 
also had better attend to the house, for the Com- 
pany would not be liable if a loss occurred, pro- 
vided the house was vacant. Soon afterward 
Garland took the policy to the office and 
had it properly transferred, nothing being 
said about the house being vacant. 
The policy also provided that if the property 
became vacant there should be no recovery be- 
yond the amount of a certain trust-deed. The 
property insured was subsequently destroyed. 
and the Company having paid the amount of 
the trust and Sled a bill asking to be sub- 
rogated to the rights of the trust-deed and to 
bave a foreclosure. Mrs. Garland filed a cross- 
bill, asking to have the amount of the policy 

d, and claiming that the Company, by allow- 

the trausfer, bad waived the condition of 
the policy petersing to the vacancy of the 
premises. Judge gs held, however, that 
such was not the tact. It 
could not take adgantage of itsdwn negiec 
but the evidence of the defense itself show 
the Company, through an nt, had expressly 
notified the insured it would not be liabie for 
loss if the property was vacant. cross- bill 
would accordingly be dismissed, and a decree 
of foreciosure awarded on the original bill.

TWICE DEFEATED. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning decided a 
number of cases which have recently been 
heard by him. Among them was the motion to 
dissoive the injunction in the case of Garrity 
vs. The Chicago & Northwestern Rafiroad Com- 
pany. This was a bill for injunction to prevent 
the laying of a railroad track on Iilinols street 
from Bullen’s malt-house to the Northwestern 
tracks. The motion was argued some months 
ago and denied, but Mr. Gotdy, attorney 
fur the defendants, asked leave to pre- 
sent more autborities, and permission 
was given him. The Judge esterday 
said he saw nothing to induce him to change bis 
former opinion. He thought the original ordi- 
nanee giving the Chicago Dock & Canal Com- 
pany the power to lay down a private track was 
void, because the City Council had no power to 
pass such an ordinance in favor of a private 
company. Its power was expressiy limited by 
charter to granting the use of streets to one cer- 
tain class of corporations,—to horse and steam 
car railroads. If one private company could ac- 
quire sucha right all could until the public use 
of the strects would all be deeded away. The 
motion to dissolve would, theretore, be over- 
ruled.

CHANCERY RULES OF PRACTICE. 

The Chancery Judges of the Superior and Cir- 
cuit Courts have been laboring for months past 
to adopt uniform rules of practice in their 
respective courts, and they have at length agreed 
on the forthcoming set of rules, which will 
formally go into operation this morning, when 
the necessary orders will be made by each Judge. 
Tue rules will also be printed in pamphlet form 
for distribution among the members of the Bar 
in a few days: ' 


1.—APPEARANCE OF PARTIES.

A NOVEL DEFENSE. 

In January last ex-Sberif! Hoffmann began a 
suitin the Superior Court against one of kis 
Deputies, B. H. Seligman, and his sureties, Sam- 
uel Glickauf, Joseph Lederer, Bernard Gradle, 
and Nicholas Stratz, to recover $3,000 which it 
was claimed that Seligman had embezzled. The 
pleas of the defendants were filed yesterday, 
and they setup a number of defenses; that of 
payment of all that had been collected, a denial 
that anything had been embezzled, ete. The fifth 
plea contains the real defense, and is somewhat 
novel. It sets up that the Sheritf in his business 
kept a cashier and chief deputy, and also an 
execution ducket under the harte of an execu- 
tion clerk. It was their duty to look after each 
writ that came to the Sheriff's hands or those of 
bis deputies daily, and see that returus thereon 
were made dur the lifetime of each writ, and 
that all money collected on any writ bya deput 
should be paid over daily to the Sheriff or bis 
cashier. That the Sheriff informed the sureties 
of such facts, and they ed Seligman's bond 
on that ga —— t was also the duty of 
the Sheriff whenever any money had been col- 
lected by Seligman which he had failed 
to turn over or account for to re- 
voke Seligman’s appointment at once, and 
romove him from office. If this had been done, 
the latter's sureties would have been able to 
protect themselves by criminal or civil suits 
against- bim. Notwithstanding all this, as is 
charged, Hoffmann, “though cognizant of the 
several neyiects and Omissions of said Seligman 
in said declarations ee wrongfully and 
unlawfully, and well know t he had 80 
collected said several sums of money, and un- 
lawfully refused , ected to pay over the 
same tothe plain continued tne said Selig- 
man in his employ for itical reasons, and to 
insure his—said 1 and 
services in and of the publican party, 
of which the Sheriff and his said deputy, Selig- 
man, were both members, and to 1 2 1 
scandal upon said party, and wrongfully con- 
cealed the fact of such*defauit and negicct from 
the defendants, and thus enabled the said Selig- 
man to collect and receive other moneys by vir- 
tue of his said wit: the moneys in 
said declaration mentioned, and to escape and 
abscond from the State of Illinois therewith, 
and to remove his property therefrom, and to 
go with the same to some place unknown, which 
he did on or about the 26th day of October, 1880, 
so that said other defendants have thus far been 
unabie by due diligence to find either said Selig- 
man or his property, and so the defendants say 
that the said losses in said declaration men- 
tioned, by reason of such nonpayment of said 
moneys by said Seligman to the plaintiff, were 
and are the consequences of his own wrongful 
and illegal acts.

This consolida- 
tion is expected to produce a sharp rise in 
some of the stocks affected, but which 
will get the cream of the deal he will be 
more lucky than shrewd who guesses. A very 
strong bull feeling is showing itself in Western 
Union, and points are ip circulation that it will 
sell this month at 130.

The Herald reports that the roads connected

Now, where speculators a month ago 
were banking upon the theory that the passage 
of the Funding bill. would work a great inflation 
of prices, to-day the same men bail with a buoy- 
ant revival of confidence the prospect that the 
bill will fail. Let those persons, however, who 
are now chasing prices as they rebound toward 
their former level, take heed lest they fall. The 
solid, substantial prosperity of the country still 
exists, and the business future is still bright 
with promise, but the dark clouds that gathered 
around speculation last week are not yet en- 
tirely dispelled. General confidence has re- 
ceived a severe shock, and one which will leave 
great nervousness for a time. There are also 
many bitter hearts and bitten pockets that will 
be enabled, at the most, to do no more than vent- 
ure timidily on the sea of “bull” speculation 
for future weeks and months. 

The Philadelphia Ledger reports that the an- 
thracite coal trade remains much in the same 
condition as at the date of our last weekly re- 
port. There continues a fair supply of orders 
for coal, and thus far the production and stock 
of coal is so well up to the demand as to keep 
prices nearly steady. From present indications 
spring prices, or what fn years past have been 
known as opening prices, will probably not be 
materially different from prices as expressed by 
present figures.

SHIP-CARPENTERS AND CALKERS. 

The strike of the ship-carpenters and calkers 
of Chicago for an advance of their wages to $3 
per diem was inaugurated yesterday according 
to notice previously given to employers, and 
without any hostile demonstrations. The re- 
porter of Tun Tarmcne paid a visit tothe ex- 
tensive yard of the Miller Brothers during the 
morning hours, and found about fifty men at 
work, chiefly upon the new tug in course of 
construction for the Peshtigo Company. The 
average force employed in the yard is 150. Mr. 
Thomas Miller, managing partner in the 
business, stated that he had offered the best of 
the mechanics $2.75 per diem. which is an ad- 
vance of 25 cents, or the alternative of taking 
their tools out of the yard. About &fty accepted 
immediately resumed their 
duties. while the remainder skuiked off for a 
quiet holiday. When the ringleader of the strike 
in this yard made his appearance Mr. Miller 
promptly discharged him. This was done be- 
cause of the discovery that the mau bad taken 
particular pains to ascertain the date stipulated 
in the contract for the completion of the tug be- 
fore inciting the strike for higher wages. The 
information obtained by him showed clearly that 
the work had to be pushed in order to fulfill the 


contract. The discharged individual had beep ine 


the employ of the Miller Brothers between six- 
teen and seventeen years, but now be need not 
hope to do another day's work for them. Mr, 
Miller also notified several old employés, 
members the Union, that they 
must either abandon the organization or 
remove their tools from yard. He 
openly deciared to the strikers, furthermore, 
that no known Union man will find employment 
with him hereafter. About twenty of the mea 
employed in the hold of the new tug, driving 
bults, were calkersa, who refused tobe bound by 
the mandates of the Union. it is expected 

the working force at this yard will be augmented 
to 100 men to-day. Toall of these, it is fair to pro- 
sume,an advance of 25cents per diem will be con- 
ceded. Last evening the belief prevailed that 
the Miller Brothers will beat che strikers and 
render the Union a harmiess organization here- 
after. This conclusion was readily reached by 
many because of the known quiet determina- 
tion of Mr. Thomas Miller. 

At the yards of the Chicago Dry-Dock Com- 
pany no work was done yesterday. All of the 
men employed by the Company. carpenters aud 
calkers alike, beiong to the Union, and conse- 
quently may be numbered among the most act- 
ive of the strikers. The President of the Com- 
pany, W. H. Wolf, did not put in an appearance 
trom Milwaukee, and in his absence and the ab- 
sence of advices from bim, Mr. Mowatt, the Su- 
perintendent, did not feei authorized to make 
any overtures to the strikers. He is said to have 
nad a talk with the men at ö o’ciocs last even- 
ing, a talk which amounted to nothing at all, 
really. Mr. Wolf will be in the city this mornihg 
from Milwaukee to arrange matters. 

During the afterndvn the reporter of THE 
TRIBUNE Called at the office of O. B. Green, and 
learned that the terms proposed by the Milier 
Brothers had been teadered to the men in Mr. 
Green's employ, with the further understanding 
that if the strike succeeded and $3 per diem wus 
paid at the regular ehipyards they should re- 
ceive the advauce also, With this assurance all 
of the men, except a few members of the Union, 
returned to their work, 

At the office of the Chicago Dredging & Dock 
Company the reporter was informed that the 
men were working as usual at their yard, and 
no signs of trouble could be detected. The gen- 
tlemen connected with the office could not state 
whether any concession bad been made to che 
men, but it is altogether probable that thev 
bave an understanding similar to that in O. B. 
Green's yard. ’ 

Harry Fox & Uo. bave very little eye 
work on hand, consequentiy do not fee 
materially affected by the strike. They stand 
red to live up to any concessions that 
may be made to the strikers at the regular 
shipyards, and with this understanding nearly 
ali of the men remain at work. 

—— 
EXTENSIVE SHIPBUILDING. 

By far the most extensive shipbuilding cor- 
poration on the lakes at present is the Detroit 
Dry-Docx Company. In addition to the iron 
vessel-building yard at Wyandotte, they have 
an equally extensive yard at Detroit for the con- 
struction of wooden vessels. At the preseut 
time both of these yards are crowdea to their 
utmost, principally with new work. Muchof 
the success of the Detroit Dry-Dock Company is 
due to Mr. Frank E. Kirby, who, although still 
quite a young man, has taken rank at the head 
of the large class of marine architects of the 
United States. His success in this peculiar 
branch of the méehanic arts is simply wonder- 
fal. A résumé of the work now in hand, or al- 
ready partially completed, at both of the Com- 
pany yards, will constitute interesting reading 
for the nauticul friends of THe TRIBUNE at the 
present time. 

To begin- at Wyandotte, where the iron ships 
are built, there was launched on the Ith of 
February an iron side-wheel steamer called the 
City of Milwaukee, for the Goodrich Transporta- 
tion Company's line across this lake between 
Milwaukee and Grand Haven. The dimensions 
of this steamer are as follows: Length between 
perpendiculars, 231 feet 4 inches; length over 
all, 242 feet; beam, molded, 33 feet; extreme 
beam, 61 feet; depth of bold, 13 feet. The bull, 
which is constructed entirely of iron, has three 
iron water-tight bulkheads, The steamer will 
carry two boilers constructed of Otis steel, each 
11 Jeet 6 inches in diameter by 15 feet 6 inches 
long, whith three furnaces in each. Connected 
with these boilers are steam chimneys 6 feet in 
diameter and 2) feet bigh. The working pres- 
sure of the boilers will be 55 pounds. The en- 
gine now being placed on is a single 
vertical beam, erected on an iron frame. 
Diameter of cylinder, 53 inches; stroke, 12 feet. 
The wheels will be provided. with feathering 
buckets, of the style at present so popular in Eu- 
giand. The diameter of the wheels will be 23 
teet; face 9 feet 3inches. The number of buck- 
ets in each wheel is 12: size of buckets, 9 feet 3 
jaches by 2 feet 10 inches. The wheels are all 
iron, except the buckets. The upper works, 
deck-houses, and cabins of the City of Milwaukee 
will be of the same general character as those 
of the sidewhee! steamer Sheboyyan. The bojl- 
ers und heavy parts of the engine are already in 
place, while the upper works are well advanced 
and being rapidly completed. Marine men who 
have seen the City of Milwaukee are profuse in 
their praise of her handsome model. She is five 
feet longer than the City of Cleveland, is one 
foot wider, and. more full in model, draws one 
foot less water. This fullness was made to suit 
the harbor at Grand Haven, where bouts are 
compelled often to enter in a gale of wind. The 
cost of the City of Milwaukee, including ber 
finishing and furnishing, will be in round num- 
bers $175,000. It is calculated that she will make 
about nineteen miles an hour, but there is a dif- 
ference of opinion among marine men as to 
whethershe will come up toexpectations, because 
of the fullness of her model. Her power per ton 
is exactly the same as that of che City of Cleve- 
land, and the question is what will be the effect 
of her weight when completed.

A LUMBER-CARRYING INNOVATION 

The Ward estate, represented by Jobn B. 
Lyon, of this city, and a brother residing at Lud- 
ington, Mich., where heavy lumber-manufactur- 
ing operations are carried on, propose to inau- 
gurate a novel experiment in lumber-carrying 
on the opening of navigation this season. They 
are now having built at Ludington three scows 
of the following dimensions: Lenogth on bot- 
tum, 150 feet: extreme length, 168 feet; width on 
floor, thirty-eight feet; on deck, forty feet; 
depth of hold amidsbi twelve feet; at the 
ends, fourteen feet. sides of 
consist of eight-inch plank 
are no frames. Togive them strength strong 
backs are introduced, extending from floors to 
decks, and thev are also strapped diagonally at 
the sides with iron half au inch thick and four 
inches wide. The floor ar bottom planking is 
four inches thick, and laid crosswise. The decks 
are of similar thickness, and similarly laid. The 
decks are laid flush with the sides, bigh stanch- 
ions being introduced at short intervals to hold 
huge deck-loads of lumber in place. Nothing 
but pine is being u in the construction of the 
craft. Like the scows introduced lust season by 
Mr. Spear, of Sturgeon Bay, these will carry no 
crews. A light that will burn as long as the 
scows are in transit between ports is to be 
brought into requisition on each, to guard against 
the danger of collison outside. The estimated 
carrying capacity of each of these scows is 
800,000 feet of lumber. As soon as the Detroit 
Dry-Dock Company get rid of a pordon of the 
work now in hand at their Wyandotte yard, a 
saree iron tug of great power will be construct- 
ed for the purpose of towing these scows. Until 
this iron tug, which will cost $65,000, can be 
completed the towing wil be done by one of 
the large river tugs. Arrangements to this 
effect have already been entered into. The de- 
sign of the Mussrs. Lyon is to have one scow in 
transit, one at Ludington loading, and one at 
Chicago unloading continually through the sea- 
son. The estimated cost of the three scows is 
$20,000, or a trifle leas than $7,000 apiece. Work 
upon them is so well under way as to leave no 
room for doubt that they will be ready for.sery- 
ice as soon as the lumber-milis start up.
